stated. 


At the Earliest 


He continued, "In my opinion 


the type of floor construction use< 
in this bridge is an engineering 
mistake which the state shook 
rectify by any means possible and 
at the earliest possible moment." 


Speaking of Thursday's 
holo- 


caust, Brown said, "Another bad 
accident occurred in which, among 
others, a fine young woman- 
wife and mother of a small son— 
was very seriously injured and wil 
no doubt spend moths in the hos- 
pital and suffer untold pain. Sever- 
al, of the cars seem almost beyond 
•repair, and this expense, to say 
nothing of the human suffering in- 
volved, should not be imposed up- 
on tax paying motorists who have 
a right to expect normal safety 
conditions 
on

bridges over which they pass.

"The narrow highway -on state 


Rt. 2-plus dropoffs at the edge of 
the paving which are not properly 
shouldered present driving hazards 
and the entire highway should be 
widened and resurfaced to carry 
the heavy traveling this route sus- 
tains," the supervisor continued.

occurred if the bridge floor had not 
been very, slippery as the result of 
this type of construction." 


Brown concluded, "Anyone, or 


any state department can make 
mistakes, but as soon as recog- 
nized they should, if possible, be 
rectified. This Grand Detour bridge 
is an expensive and serious mis- 
take, but one which should not be 
allowed to continue and claim lives 
and property indefinitely."

At least 18 firemen and 


navy enlisted men were killed 
Others possibly were blown 
into the harbor or still may 
be lying under the tangle o 
concrete and metal debris 
Seventy-nine others were in 
jured, at least 20 of them 
critically. 


The violent chain reaction of fire 


and explosion, which destroyed 
five buildings and heavily damagei 
other navy installations, shattered 
windows , throughout Copenhagen, 
set. off hundreds of burglar alarm; 
and knocked people out of the! 
beds as far away as Sweden, 30 
miles across the straits. 


Fire in a gasoline tank behuu 


the heavy concrete mine, arsenal 
touched off . seven of 10 mines 
which an

source said had just arrived from 
the United States. The blast made 
a crater about 10 yards deep am 
30 yards wide and completely dis- 
integrated the workshop where the 
mines had been taken for inspec 
Won. 


Firemen who first were called to 


battle the gasoline fire, wer 
caught by the blast and only on» 
of them was able to tell what hap 
pened. The other 3i went eithe 
dead or in the hospital.

ing for bodies began.

Dr. Ivy, head of the Chicago 


professional schools of the univer- 
sity, was suspended Nov. 13 by 
the society "for methods he em- 
ployed in promoting" Krebiozen in 
treatment of cancer.

without comment a brief report by 
Dr. George D. Stoddard, university 
president. The report did not criti- 
cize Dr. Ivy, but instead urged him 
to continue his research so as "to 
validate to the satisfaction of all 
concerned the effects of Krebiozen 
on cancer patients."

Dr. Ivy made Krebiozen publ'c 


last March. He said 22 cancer pa- 
tients had been treated with it and 
14 showed1 signs of improvement 
but eight others died. All patients 
were in the advanced stages of the 
disease. 


The American Medical Associ- 


ation on Oct. 25 said a study failed 
to show Krebiozen had beneficial 
effects. It based its report on case 
histories of 100 cancer patients 


treated with Krebiozen. 


"As I see it, the main question 


now is to determine definitely the 
value of the drug under research 
and clinical conditions," Dr. Stod- 
dard told the university's board of 
trustees at their monthly meeting. 


Studies New Case* 


"Dr. Ivy has a large number of 


new cases that need study and 
evaluation. He needs a few months 
time for this and I feel he should 
be asked to work intensively on 
this report.

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Refinishing Old Furniture Can Save Money 


By MR. FIX 


What with the present high pnce 


of new furniture of good quality, 
more and more people are doing 
refinishinp jobs on their present 
furniture. It's not too difficult and 
the results are worth-while in giv- 
ing you & handsome "new" piece 
and a sense of achievement 


Just one caution: Before you 


start to refmish an old chest, chair 
or bed, decide whether the piece 
is worth the work and tune. It's 
a waste to spend them on furni- 
ture that was not pretty good to 
start with, because cheap-jack fur- 
niture is usually so structurally 
unsound that it won't last very 
long anyhow. 


First step in renovating old fur- 


niture is to remove the original 
finish, down to the wood This 
finish usually consists of varnish 
and wax. In the case of painted 
furniture that has been done over 
before, you 11 have to remove the 
successive coats of paint or enam- 
el 


Varnish remover generally will 


do the trick. First, disassemble the 
piece &s far as possible without 
breaking 
glued joints. Remove 


drawers and hardware, such as 
knobs and lock plates.' Flow the 
varnish remover on with an old 
brush onto a flat level surface so 
that it can set for ten minutes and 
loosen the varnish or paint. When 
loosened, wipe it off with an old 
rag. If the first application does 
not completely clean the surface, 
repeat it After all varnish has 
been removed scrub the surface 
with a rag soaked in turpentine 
If there are any scratches or 
rough spots, sand them smooth 
with fine sandpaper before scrub- 
bing with turpentine 


Varnish remover should be used 


with caution Always wear rubber 
gloves and do not allow the liquid 
to touch your skin. Don't smoke 
or use the remover near an open 
flame because it is highly explo- 
sive. 


Next step is to boil a small 


quantity of linseed oil and then 
add to it a like quantity of turpen- 
tine Do not boil the turpentine OK,

Truman Ends 
Tariff Pact 
With Russia 


WASHINGTON— (AP) —Presi- 


dent Truman has ordered an end 
to tariff agreements under which 
this country gives Russia and Po- 
land trade concessions equal to 
those afforded any other nation. 


And another presidential order 


yesterday calls for aif outright ban 
on bringing into the United States 
several types of furs from Russia 
and Red China. Furs are a major 
export from those countries. 


The orders are effective Jan. 5. 


Dropped From List 
• 


The new tariff treatment order- 


ed by Truman for Russia and Po- 
land — Communist governed in 
close association with Russia— 
drops them from the list of na- 
tions to whom the United States 
promises the same tariff conces- 
sions it gives any "most favored" 
country. 
The U. S. gets a like 


pledge in return. The new order 
means Russian and Polish exports 
will how be subject to regular Im- 
port duties at U. S. borders. 


The president's action follows 


legislation passed last summer ex- 
tending the reciprocal trade act. 
Congress directed that, as soon as 
possible, the president should with- 
draw tariff concessions granted to 
Russia and other Communist coun- 
tries or areas. 


Under this act, Bulgaria, Com- 


munist China and Czechoslovakia 
have already lost their "most fa- 
vored" treaty standing. The trade 
treaty with Russia, written in 
1937, required six months notifica- 
tion for termination. A 1931 treaty 
with Poland also had a six-month 
termination clause. Both countries 
were notified last July 6 that the 
U. S. intended to end their "most 
favored" tariff standing. 


Ends Jan. 5 


The six months ends Jan. 5. 


Hungary has a one-year termina- 
tion clause, delaying its fall from 
"most favored" status to next July. 


The president's order was for- 


mal notification of the change to 
the treasury department, which 
has charge of customs collections. 


The furs that may no longer be 


imported from Russia or Red 
China at any rate of duty, are er- 
mine, fox, kolinsky, marten, mink, 
muskrat and weasel. 


Among some peoples, like the 


Nabuthiri Brahmins of Malabar, 
one and only one member of a 
family is permitted to marry. 


Justice Department Hints TV 
Restrictions May Be Illegal 


LOUISVILLE, KY. — (AP) — 


The National Collegiate Athletic 
association's one-year controlled 
football television program ends 
today-perhaps forever. 


Drastic changes are in prospect 


following an unofficial opinion 
from the department of justice in 
Washington that it considered re- 
strictions' of telecasts of big time 
games "illegal." 


The latest development in the 


controversial issue came as a re- 
sult of a squabble regarding the 
NCAA's refusal to sanction tele- 
casts of today's big game between 
Tennessee and Kentucky at Lex- 
ington, Ky. 


Wires Washington 


Kentucky's Gov. Lawrence W 


Wetherby wired Attorney General 
McGrath requesting permission to 
telecast the game. 


Newell A. Clapp, acting chief ol 


the anti-trust division of the de- 
partment of justice, called Gov 
Wetherby's attention to the anti- 
trust suit filed Oct. 9 against the 
professional N a t i o n a l football 
league for similar broadcasting re- 
strictions. 


Clapp hinted that similar action 


would be taken against collegi 
groups if the department wins the 
Philadelphia suit. Clapp said he 
hoped a decision would be rend- 
ered in that case in the near 
future. 


The dispute arose when WHAS- 


TV planned to televise the game 
between the Sugar Bowl-Bourn 
Tennessee, the No. 1 team in the 
nation and Cotton Bowl-heade< 
Kentucky.

For Europe's Economic Ills 


The unhealthy state of the British and French econo- 


mies ranks with the gloomiest news the free world can report 
these days. It poses a tremendous dilemma both for them 
and the United States. 


Since Winston Churchill returned to power, Britain has 


announced a cut of almost $1 billion annually in imports. 
Recently France declared it would slash imports by 40 per

These moves, plus the shaky condition of the British 


" pound and the French franc, are dramatic signs of the mal- 
. ady currently afflicting America's two staunchest friends in 
". Europe. 


It goes without saying that both nations soon will have 


; to appeal to the U. S. for greater economic aid than congress 
„ contemplated they should have. Otherwise they shall have 
to undertake even more drastic measures that could possibly 
threaten the whole European economic structure and with 
it the common western defense.

The 1951 congress cut a bit more than $1 billion from 


^ this year's foreign aid appropriation — most of the reduction 
being in economic rather than military funds. No respon- 
sible observer on either side of the ocean doubts that the 


J lawmakers would be powerfully resistant to new and larger 
| assistance appeals.

But in the end, those appeals probably will be success- 


* fuL For it will become apparent to the men on Capitol Hill 
, that the alternative is too grim a prospect for the U. S. to 
•t risk: the collapse of the British and French economies and 
. the effective cancellation of their vital rearmament efforts. 
,- 
Yet from this present predicament an entirely new atti- 


'tude and determination ought to emerge. Since the close 
, of world War C, we have been dealing with one European 
j economic crisis after another. We have had no choice but 
« to help — in sheerest self-interest. 
{ 
But it is fan- to ask whether these recurring problems 


» will ever end. That they can develop time after time sug- 
1 gests strongly that we are not devising really basic remedial 
• measures. A deeper, more fundamental approach is called 
• for. Else this pattern will obviously go on repeating itself.

Britain and France blame inflation and the rearmament 


.program for the newest of their economic ills. There seems 
•little reason to doubt this judgment. But an economy which 
.is unable to bear the burdens of relatively limited peacetime 
rearmament hardly appears strong enough to endure in a 
wtrld containing Soviet Russia. 


Let's face it. Hitter and World War II did catastrophic 


damage to the European economies. No timid measures of 
repair will suffice. If American and Western European 
leaders are not prepared to fashion more sweeping remedies, 
then they are not equal to the needs of the time. 


The economic and political union of Europe may be the 


West's only salvation. Certain it is that the existing anti- 
quated economic set-up cannot cope with the tasks placed 
upon it by the necessities of defense. If union is not the 
answer, some other equally drastic solution is called for The 
tame for half-hearted effort has passed.

Here's How Five Can Play 


By OSWALD JACOBY 


What do you do with five Ca- 


nasta players? 
One solution is 


to send one of them to the movies. 
Another is to have the players 
take turns sitting out. 


For example, suppose the family 


gets together for a game and that 
they cut cards. It happens that 
the three highest cards are cut by 
Father, Grandpa, and Junior; the 
two lowest cards are cut by Moth- 
er and Grandma. Let's suppose 
that tb.%. three males cut cards 
that rank in the order of their 
age—Grandpa being highest, and 
Junior lowest.

Several .people have written to 


ask whether men go through a 
"change of life.". This is a most 
difficult question to answer since 
science itself i* uncertain about it 
and "change of life" i* a vague 
term anyway. 


Some experts claim that while 


the activity of the male sex glands 
does slow up with advancing age, 
the slowing up i* so gradual that 
one cannot properly speak of a 
true change of life in men. 


Others believe that at least in 


some men a decrease in the func- 
tioning of these glands may come 
fairly rapidly and produce symp- 
toms which justify speaking of a 
male change of life.

Jellied Dried Fruit Bar 


A jellied dried fruit bar was de 


veloped a short time ago by th 
California 
Experiment 
Station 


Commercial candy makers havi 
made and sold this bar and founc 
it popular; perhaps you would like 


make it in your own home. The 


process is quite simple. First make 
a stiff jelly by cooking together 
fruit juice, pectin, sugar and corn 
sirup. Then chopped fruit is stirrec 
In and the mixture is poured oui 
to cool and harden before being 
cut into bars. 


The recipe: Two cups sugar, two 


cups light corn sirup, 1% C. tari 
fruit juice; one cup pectin (hquic 
or sirup form) and one cup 01 


Pchopped dried fruit as prunes, figs 


or apricots. 


For complete accuracy use a 


candy or jelly thermometer to tell 
when the jelly mixture has cooked 
to the very stiff -jelly stage. The 
fruit juice can be .tart like apple or 
grape, or sweet, like prune or pine- 
apple, with- lemon juice added for 
the acid needed. 


To make the candy bars, first 


cook sugar, corn sirup, fruit juice 


t)and pectin, to 223 degrees F., or 


until it forms the very stiff jelly 
large spoon in separate drops 
which "sheet" together. For the 
very stiff jelly, needed for this 
candy, the mixture should be*cook- 
•d a little longer. Remove from the 
•tova, mix in the dried fruit. Pour 
into an oiled baking tin or shallow 
pan to cool and become solid over- 
night. Cut to the desired size. Roll 
pieces in coarse sugar or shredded

Following the awarding of con- 


tracts for construction of Dixon 
high school, work was begun on 
the fill-in of the site. This land, 
being low, required considerable 
filling in. Among other things, 
suction pipes were used to draw 
sand and gravel from the river 
bed to, help fill in the low land. 


Concrete pillars were sunk at 


various depths up to 20 feet and 
instruments were employed to in- 
dicate what depth the supports 
were to be placed, depending upon 
the weight they were to carry. 


Two Years Needed 


Two years were required to com- 


plete construction of the building. 
The auditorium was not construct- 
ed at the time the main building 
was built. That part of the school 
structure was built seven or eight 
years later. An improvised mov- 
able stage, designed by Principal 
B. J. Frazer, was used in the gym- 
nasium until the auditorium was 
milt with its present stage. 


A modern heating system is 


used with a ventilating system 
that changes air in the building 
every 10 minutes. This is attained 
in part by the use of air vents 
around the top of the building. 
Proper moisture content in the air 
is maintained at all times. 


Error in Gym 


In constructing the gymnasium, 


the building contractor made an 
error in his construction plans and 
built the balcony and its stair- 
ways in such a manner that the 
rophy cases which now rest high 
on the east wall of the gym are 
more or less misplaced, and should 
lave been located in a more ac- 
cessible place. 


The strip of land bordering the 


river to the south of the school 
s owned by the city and was beau- 
tified by the city administration 
at the time the school was con- 
structed. The tennis court situat- 
ed on this strip of land is owned 
by the city but the school is grant- 
ed first privilege in its use. 


Grass Dies 


Continuous trouble has been ex- 


>erienced with the school's lawns. 
Bach year a considerable portion 
of the grass dies, and efforts of 
the school administration to over- 
come this has been rewarded but 
ittle. However, by the use of f er- 
ilizers and soil improvement it 
las been made better, and it is 
hoped that continuous treatment 
of the soil will eventually over- 
come the trouble. 


Bronze Plaque 


Of interest to all, but known by 


ew, aside from the students and 
acuity, is the instatllation of a 
riaque at the south entrance of 
the school, placed at the time of 
construction. Upon this plaque, a 
bronze piece, are inscribed the 
names of the school board mem- 
bers at the time the school was 
constructed. The members were: 


T. W. 'Clayton, president; K. F. 


Tribou, secretary; Sherwood Dix- 
on, L. E. Jacobson, H. U. Bard- 
well, F. D. Stephan, F. F. Sutter, 
and I. B. Potter, superintendent of 
schools. 


On Dec. 13, 1929, at which time 


Jie high school was dedicated, 
open house was held for the pub-

For years 
after this date, delegations from 
ar and near visited the beautiful 
school building at Dixon, and ac- 
claimed its splendor and efficiency.
